twenty years for

degree 
murder. 
With good behavior allowance 
he completed his time last ©ura- 
mer, and shortly after regaining 
his freedom ho married and tool, 
.he apartm ent in Astoria.

took 
many 
precaution» 
against, possible revenge, lining his 
door so that bullets could not pen­ 
etrate it and 
strengthening 
the 
locks to withstand assuult.

ho kept his gun handy. 
But all his precautions were !n 
vain. The armor-plated door went 
down before a terrific 
battering 
and Sacco ;£ftd his wife die»] In bed 
under a storm of bullets that led 
police 1o believe a machine 
gun 
might liavo been used rather than! 
pistols.

Sacco tipped off the authoritiea at! 
Sing Sing that other convicts were! 
planning a break for liberty. 
As 
a result of his information th© pri­ 
son break wa» frustrated. 
To protect him from reprisal it 
was kept a. secret that Sacco had 
informed on th© convicts who had 
planned to escape, but he was sus­ 
pected by hi9 fellows and when ho 
was released he was a man m ark­ 
ed for death.

Suddenly there v a» a change in 
hi» face, a t witching; he placed his 
hand on his heart, lay down on 
the bed and spoke no more. 
The world had known that tho 
end of th© great soldier was not 
far off, yet when he died t^ero 
canio a throb of sorrow that en­ 
compassed th© hearts of all men. 
With hi» passing, the greatest mil­ 
itary figure of th© greatest of all 
wars disappeared. 
He wan in his 76th year. 
The end came just aa his doctors 
reached tlie marshal's houa*. Ho 
had been conKi-lous the entire af- 
t< rnoon and had been found in a 
somewhat improved condition at 
H) o’clock this morning when th© 
first visit of the day wit» made. 
“The foremost fighter of the 
great war” displayed In illness that 
same gr.t that h© had dls^lay-d 
a» the commander in chief who led 
th© allied armies to victory in the 
world 
war. 
Throughout 
it all, 
from January 14, when he first be- 
cam»» grav ly til, until the end, hc 
showed courage, unfailing equa­ 
nimity and evt n good humor. 
On February 26 the Associated 
Preps wa» authoritatively inform­ 
ed that the marshal's death seam­ 
ed only a matter of days, a week, 
perhaps or ten 
dais. 
But tho 
marshal with indomitable will held 
off death ev< n longer than his doc­ 
tor» thought possible. 
It was the sudden collapse of 
his heart after several days of im- 
protement that brought death to 
the Intrepid warrior. 
Although it had long been ap­ 
parent that the great general was 
lighting his “last campaign,” his 
warrior heart would not give 1r‘ 
and day after day be fought off 
th© inevitable end with grim cour­ 
age. But a coalition of heart trou­ 
ble, kidney disease and a lung in­ 
fer’ion w*ere too great at his age. 
Although the marshal had many 
good days during his Illness, he 
was not permitted to se© visitors. 
Among those who called upon htm 
was 
General 
John J. Pershing, 
commander In chief of the Ameri­ 
can expeditionary force. 
Genera! 
Pershing paid his respects to Ma­ 
dame Foch, but in accordance with 
th© strict rule of the doctors, was 
not permitted to see his former 
comrad© in arms. 
Others who 
called 
upon the 
marshal were Queen Marie of Ru­ 
mania, General Weygand, his faith­ 
ful chief of staff during the world 
war, Myron T. Herrick, the Amer­ 
ican ambassador, and many of the 
most distinguished men In France. 
All wrote their names in the via­ 
tors’ book. 
On Monday the marshal had his 
most serious setback previous to 
today’s final collapse. 
When his 
physicians left his home they said 
that It was a case merely of the 
marshal's slow sinking and weak­ 
ness of his heart. 
His brain was still as keen as 
ever although his body was dying 
and it was then that the marshal 
demanded that he 
see 
General 
Weygand in order to 
talk over 
certain questions of military strat­ 
egy which h© had in mind. 
The 
fact that General 
Weygand was 
admitted even then was Interpret­ 
ed a» Indicating that th© doctors 
felt that the end was near. 
Marshal Foch will receive a na­ 
tional funeral, highest tribute of 
the French nation to its Illustrious 
dead. 
Early today tho marshal showed 
no greater 
signs 
of dissolution 
than for the week past. 
Indeed 
he seemed to have had a com-

President von Hindenburg de­ 
clined a statement on his famous 
adversary, not because h> has not 
the highest regard for his oppon­ 
ent's gallantry, hut because he is 
no longer merely a field marshal, 
but is also head of tho nation, 
I one of the president's advisers ex­ 
plained to th«z Associated Press 
correspondent. 
“Were Yon Hindenburg mere­ 
ly a retired field marshal, there 
would be no objection to his pay­ 
ing public 
tribute to 
his late 
adversary in the most gigantic J 
military struggle known in his­ 
tory. 
But Von 
Hindenburg 
is 
now president. 
As such he is a 
political personag*. 
“However highly Von Hinden­ 
burg may esteem Foch as a mil­ 
itary man, the 
German 
people 
simply would not understand why 
he should pay tribute to the man 
who at Compeigne so deeply hu­ 
miliated 
the 
German 
armistice 
commission. 
It is not his quali­ 
ties of a soldier that we question, 
but the manner in which he ‘rub­ 
bed in’ his authority. 
Had he 
been satisfied merely i »obtaining 
our capitulation there would be 
as little objection as there was to 
Von Hindenburg'* paying tribute 
to Haig. 
We are still too clos.j to 
the events of the war.”
